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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 30-37 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 

1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 07/24/06. 

2. Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1-29 in the reply filed on 
07/24/06 is acknowledged. 

Claim Interpretation 

3. Claims 1 -24 are directed to system and computer while claims 25-29 are directed 
to a system/computer in combination with a mobile platform. While claims 1-24 include 
language directed to a mobile platform having a store, the language is patentably 
immaterial and non-limiting because it is not positively recited. 37 C.F.R. 1 .75(i). 

Drawings 

4. Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1 , 5-7, 9-13, 17-19 and 21-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being clearly anticipated by the EDO 3000 Series Rugged laptop and Docking station 
disclosed in the tsoit.com website (see whole documents). 

7. Claims 25-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
US 6755372 issued to Menzel. The applicant is directed to Figs. 1-4, col. 2, II. 29-67, 
col. 3, II. 1,2, 25-35 and 59-61. 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
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were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

1 0. Claims 2-4, 8, 1 4-1 6 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over the tsoit.com publication showing the EDO 3000 laptop in view of the 
Examiner's taking of Official Notice. As is shown in the prior art documents of record, 
the Examiner takes Official Notice that video digitizers and joysticks are well known in 
the art for converting analog video signals into digital signals and playing video games, 
respectively. 

1 1 . Claims 28 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over Menzel in view of the Examiner's taking of Official Notice. Menzel discloses a 
mobile platform as discussed above. Menzel does not appear to disclose the data link 
pod and store claimed by applicant. However, it would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention was made to replace the 
Harpoon Block II missile system with the AN/AWW-13 data link and SLAM-ER weapon, 
since the Examiner takes Official Notice of the equivalence of Harpoons missiles and 
SLAM-ER missiles for the use in the aeronautical weapons art and the selection of any 
of these known equivalents to equip a P-3 Orion aircraft would be within the level of 
ordinary skill in the art. 
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Conclusion 

1 2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The prior art cited on form PTO-892 are cited as of interest to 
show similar systems and mobile platforms.
